This Society has under its care 361 stations and 
out-stations, 156 missionaries, 49 European and 451 | 
native assistants, LOL churches, 9,966 communicants, 
764 schools and 41,752 scholars. There are 15 
printing establishments. The number of students | 
preparing for missionary labor, under the auspices | 
of the Society, is 20. The contributions of the 
year amounted to LOL119. It is a most interest- 
ing fact, that more than £15,000 of this sum were 
received from missionary churches! The in- 
come of the society includes no grant from the gov- 
ernment, eitherin England or the colonies, but con- 
sists solely of the free will offerings of the people.

RELIGIOUS CHARACTER OF THE HISTO- 
RIAN, NIEBUHR. 

This distinguished historian and philologist was 
born at Copenhagen, Denmark, in 1777. His father 
was the eminent Oriental traveller, Carsten Nie- 
buhr. The child had an extraordinary aptitude for 
acquiring languages, which was abundantly favored 
by circumstances. He seems to have had an ac- 
quaintance with at least twenty of the more impor- 
tant languages, from whose treasures he gathered 
his vast and multifarious knowledge. He studied 
at Meldorf, the residence of his parents, at Ham- 
burgh, Kiel, Edinburgh, and other plaees. He was 
employed on important public business in Copen- 
hagen, and afterwards, under the Prussian govern- 
ment, in Berlin. This was at the period of Bona- 
parte’s ascendancy and downfall. He was subse- 
quently sent to Rome as an ambassador of the Prus- 
sian government. He remained in that city several 
years engaged on his great Roman history and in 
other studies. The last seven years of his life were 
passed in giving lectures in the university of Bonn 
There he died on the 2d of January, 1831. His 
greatly beloved wife followed him nine days after, 
and they were laid to rest in the same grav e
